U. S. railroads w ill spend about 
SI.400.000.OOO in 1951 on capital 
im provem ents to 
meet 
defense 
transportation needs, the M ichigan 
Railrods Association reports. 
Rail freight traffic this year m ay 
total HOO billion revenue ton-milcs 
as the result of m ilitary demands 
and the expected continued high 
level of production, the associa­ 
tion states. Ton-miles is the ra il­ 
road 
guage 
of 
operation, 
the 
equivalent of hauling one ton of 
freight one mile. If the total is 
reached, the association declares, 
this w ill represent an increase of 
12 per cent over the 1950 freight 
load and w ill make1 this year the 
fourth largest year in history, ex ­ 
ceeded only by the 
w ar 
years, 
1943. 1944 and 1945. Carloadings in 
the first week in Janu ary were up 
31 per cent above 
those 
in 
the 
same w eek of 1950. 
The railroads are starting the 
year w ith fewer servicable freight 
cars than a year ago. the associa­ 
tion states, despite the fact that 
I they put 42,000 new cars in ser­ 
vice during 1950 and speeded up 
I their programs to repair cars in 
I bad order.

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Editorials- 
Gov. Williams May Block Action 
On Highway Financing Problem 
ADEQUATE financial support for Mich­ 
igan’s highway system was balked in a 
special session of the state legislature last 
year because Gov. Williams refused to per­ 
m it a gasoline or weight tax inc fease to 
be considered by the lawmakers. The gov­ 
ernor insisted that 
highway 
financing 
should come from 
a 
corporation 
profits 
tax, which the Republican-controlled leg­ 
islature would not accept. 
A similar fight is shaping up in the pres­ 
ent legislative session, only this time the 
governor is powerless to prevent consider­ 
ation of a gas tax increase. He can, how­ 
ever, veto such a bill if it is approved by 
the legislature and may be able to keep 
Democratic legislators in line to sustain 
such a veto. 
Last 
week 
the governor “persuaded” 
Reps. Einar Erlandsen of Escanaba 
and 
W alter 
McMahon 
of 
Hazel 
Park, both 
Democrats, to remove their names from 
bills designed to increase the gasoline tax 
from three to five cents a gallon and to 
boost truck license fees. 
Both 
of 
these 
legislators obviously are concerned with 
the need for more highway funds and be­ 
lieve that those who use the roads — the 
motorists and truckers — should pay for 
the upkeep. However, because of the po­ 
litical pressure from the governor’s office, 
the tw o Democrats very likely will vote 
•gainst a bill in which they personally ap­ 
prove. 


City Is Caught In 
Financial Squeeze 
npHE financial squeeze in which the City 
A 
of Escanaba is now caught has devel­ 
oped as a result of several unfortunate cir­ 
cumstances. In brief, the city’s revenues 
•re less than anticipated 
and costs 
are 
somewhat higher. 
The revenue loss is caused by a drop in 
Utilities receipts and by the fact that Es­ 
canaba^ population as reported in the 1950 
census was less than official estimates. The 
population count is reflected in the city’s 
share of state sales tax receipts. 
In the 
budget estimates for the 1950-51 
fiscal 
year, sales tax revenues were figured at a 
level considerably higher than will actual­ 
ly be paid. 
On the other side of the ledger, the city 
is confronted with operating costs that are 
higher than anticipated because of the in­ 
flationary trend of recent months, a result 
of the Korean war situation. 
The 
city’s predicament is similar in 
many ways to that being experienced by 
individuals on fixed incomes, who also are 
being caught in a financial squeeze. The 
city’s problem, however, can be solved by 
July I, when the new fiscal year begins. 
Most individuals are less fortunate as they 
lack the power that the city possesses to 
increase income. 


It will bo more than unfortunate if the 
highway financing problem is not solved in 
the present session of the legislature. For 
years Michigan prided itself on its good 
roads. Residents of the state are aware that 
good roads are essential to the state’s in­ 
dustries and its tourist business. The roads 
are being battered faster than they are be- 
I ing 
repaired. 
Everyone recognizes this 
! and agrees 
that 
more highway 
funds 
| are essential—for the state highway dc- 
! partment, the 
county 
road commissions 
and the city street departments. 
The 
corporation 
profits 
tax has no 
chanco of enactment in the legislature, but 
if the governor insists upon this as the only 
means of financing road improvements ac­ 
ceptable to him, there may be no solution 
to the problem in the prevent session. By 
clubbing 
Democratic 
legislators to his 
viewpoint, through political pressures at 
his command, the governor can secure suf­ 
ficient votes to sustain a veto of a gasoline 
and weight tax increase. If that happens, 
the governor will have to take the blame 
for poor roads in Michigan. 


Ontonagon 
Capitalizes 
On 
Porcupine Mountains 


txtITH lumbering and allied industries 
on the decline in their area, Onton­ 
agon boosters are going all out to exploit 
the Porcupine Mountains as a year-round 
vacation area. 
The Ontonagon Chamber of Commerce 
is now trying to sell the Milwaukee Road 
on the idea of running ski trains to the 
Porcupine 
Mountains 
park, which has 
what promises to be the outstanding win­ 
ter sports area in the Middle West. 
The state conservation department has 
brushed out the slopes, installed ski tows 
and erected a spacious 
warming 
house. 
Cottages also have been built in the park 
for occupancy in any season. 
Like most Upper Peninsula communities, 
Ontonagon has suffered a decline in popu­ 
lation in the past decade. It has endeavor­ 
ed to attract new’ industries 
with 
only 
meager success, and so its 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce is not overlooking the possibil­ 
ities for tourist trade development. 
A 
community’s 
decline in population 
may now show up in the local unemploy­ 
ment figures because the jobless have gone 
elsew’here to earn their livelihood. But the 
retail stores and other business establish­ 
ments that remain in the community feel 
the loss of consumer buying pow’er where 
it hurts—their pocketbooks. 


National Forests Paying 
Off To Local Communities 
rpH E 
national forests are now paving 
substantial dividends to the local com­ 
munities within their boundaries in this 
•tate. 
Twenty-five per cent of the revenues the 
Forest Service receives from the sale of 
atumpage, recreational property leases and 
grazing rights is returned to the counties 
for road and school purposes. 
In the 1950 fiscal year, Michigan receiv­ 
ed $82,491.68, the largest check distributed 
to any state in the North Central region. 
Within the Hiawatha national forest, Alger 
county wrill receive $2,622.58; Delta, $5.- 
463.71; Marquette, $128.26; 
and 
School­ 
craft, $2,786.69. 
Distribution is made en 
the basis of forest acreage 
within 
each 
county. 
When the Forest Service established the 
Hiawatha 
national forest, 
it purchase! 
more than a million acres of idle Wave­ 
land, denuded by lumbering and a $ ca ­ 
tion of fires. Using CCC enrolled and oth­ 
er labor, the Forest Service planted mil­ 
lions of trees. Of prime importance also is | 
the fact that it has reduced forest fires in 
the area to a minimum. 
The Forest Service continues to furnish 
employment to local labor in reforestation, j 
thinning out operations, and other con- i 
servatlon work. The fire-charred lands are | 
green again, and game is becoming more 
plentiful. Within these areas hunting and I 
fishing resorts have been established and J 
earning new income. The green forests are j 
attracting hunters, fishermen, and lovers 
of fine scenery and nature. 
Although it is important, the revenue 
that is returned to the counties for road 
and school purposes is only a small portion 
of the benefits accruing from the Forest 
Service program in the Upper Peninsula.

WASHINGTON — A lot of books have 
been written about the historic World War 
II decisions made at Teheran and Yalta, 
bat nothing either official or sculk fficial 
has come out about the Wake Island con­ 
ference last fall which preceded one of our 
most disastrous defeats in history. 
Because that defeat has cost many Am­ 
erican liv’cs and the worst proportionate 
casualties of any recent war, and because 
it has given an equally serious setback to 
the United Nations goal lo prevent aggres- 
j sion, it is only proper that the public know 
of what transpired at Wake Island. 
The president of the United States flew 
halfway round the world to confer with 
General MacArthur, yet aside from a few 
conversational pleasantries reported by ac­ 
companying newsmen, nothing hah been 
published regarding what happened 
on 
this mid-Pacific island. 
The 
direct 
talks between MacArthur 
! and President Truman took place with no 
; one cise present, no 
stenographic 
notes 
taken. It is next to impossible, therefore, to 
report accurately what happened. Further­ 
more, the stenographic notes made of the 
more extended conversations between Tru­ 
man, MacArthur, General Bradley and the 
other military men are still so secret that 
each copy is numbered. 
TOUCHY FORMOSA 
However, I believe it is important that 
tho American people know what took place 
at Wake Island; so herewith I shall report 
some of the conversations 
recorded 
in 
these notes. 
Only one clue was given in the more ex­ 
tended conversation as to what 
Truman 
and MacArthur talked about in their pri­ 
vate meeting. 
This was when someone 
asked the president about Formosa, 
and 
he cut further discussion short with the 
curt reply: 
“General MacArthur and I have dis­ 
cussed 
Formosa 
already and we are in 
complete agreement on the subject..” 
This appears to confirm reports that one 
of the chief reasons for the president’s long 
trip was to put the quietus on MacArthur^ 
unauthorized conversations with 
Chiang 
Kai-shek and curtail any more trips to 
Formosa to converse with the Generalissi­ 
mo and Madame Chiang. These had stirred 
political dissension at home. 
The trend of discussion in the rest of the 
conference was that a military victory was 
already in the bag. Almost more time was 
given to a discussion of Korean rehabilita­ 
tion, therefore, than to military strategy. 
When it came to the latter, General Mac­ 
Arthur dominated the conversation. 
“The 
North 
Koreans,” he explained, 
“have about 15,000 guerrillas left in the 
south, but the winter will take care of most 
of them. The others are a 
beaten 
force. 
They are only fighting to save face. It goes 
against the grain to have to destroy them.” 


HOME BY CHRISTMAS 
MacArthur 
assured 
Truman that he 
could “finish the job in North Korea” in a 
short time. According to the stenographic 
notes he said: 
“I hope to be able to have the 8th army 
back in Japan by Christmas. I may be able 
to send a convoy into 
Pyongyang 
im­ 
mediately.” 
At this point, President Truman asked: 
“What about Chinese intervention?” 
MacArthur^ 
reply 
was: 
“They could 
have intervened earlier when 
it 
would 
have been decisive, but that time has pass­ 
ed. We are no longer fearful of their inter­ 
vention. Although there are several hun­ 
dred thousand along the Yalu river, it is 
not likely that they could cause us much 
trouble.” 
He 
also 
inferred that he could “take 
care” of the Chinese, even if they decided 
to cross the Yalu river. 
LEAVE QUICKLY 
At the same time that MacArthur de­ 
scribed his plans for completing the con­ 
quest of Korea, he also 
argued 
against 
keeping American troops in Korea. 
Obviously 
this 
raised the question of 
why march across the frozen North Korean 
wastes to the Yalu river if the plan was to 
march right back again in time to return 
the 8th army to Japan by Christmas. How­ 
ever, no one at the Wake Island conference 
seemed to challenge MacArthur regarding 
this risky move. 
MacArthur^ 
advice 
on the future of 
Korea was: “We should turn Korea over to 
the Koreans as quickly as we can and get 
out as quickly as we can.”

They find that enough people 
now arc putting a coin in the slot 
and pulling the lever to sell more 
than $500,000,000 worth of com­ 
modities a year—and the volume 
is growing by leaps and bounds. 
Selling by automaton really has 
entered th* realm of big business. J 
The ultra-modern vending ma­ 
chine bears as little relationship to ! 
its crude, unlovely forebear as the i 
lew pennies those devices former- I 
ly managed to snare due to the | 
sums now involved. 
Electricity, 
electronics,

ing built into the latest machines 
sc that there is almost literally no 
Ii.nit to the items they can dis­ 
pense. 
Book Sales Next 
In addition to fish, a lot of oth­ 
er perishables soon may be sold in 
this way, among them eggs, cream, 
butter, 
cheese, fresh meats, and 
many others. 
Right now there is a lot of seri­ 
ous consideration being given to 
putting 
books 
into vending ma­ 
chines, so before long one may be 
able to get a mystery yarn, or a 
romantic 
story, 
or a volume of 
Shakespeare by the lever method. 
Also, a patent has been granted on 
a machine which • ends newspa­ 
pers at five cents a copy. A win­ 
dow shows the masthead and the 
top headlines. Milk in bottles or

In the intensely 
competitive situation now creat­ 
ed on the North A tlantic run is a 
m inor—or perhaps not as minor— 
diplomatic problem th at relates to 
the bigger issue of A m erica’s re ­ 
lationship with W estern Europe. 
A t the time that Washington 
w as putting great pressure on the 
French to increase their military 
budget for rearm am ent another 
kind of pressure was also being 
applied. Pan-A m erican 
Airways 
w as demanding the right to fly 
into Paris in competition with Air 
France and Trans-W orld Airlines, 
the former owned by the French 
government, the latter an A m eri­ 
can company operating both in the 
United States and abroad. 
Pan-American Wins Fight 
The French were already in­ 
sisting that because of TW A’s com­ 
petition Air France was losing 
m uch of its intre-Europcan traf­ 
fic to TWA’s Constellations. But 
nevertheless on the insistance of 
Pan-Am erican the A m erican am ­ 
bassador in France, David Bruce, 
took the matter up directly with 
F rance’s foreign minister, Robert 
Schuman. With this toplevel per­ 
suasion, the French dropped their 
opposition and granted Pan-Am 
tilt; right to come in to the Paris 
airport. Not long afterw ard the 
Italian government followed the 
French example and Pan-A m was 
admitted to Rome. 
Thus did Pan-A m erican’s presi­ 
dent, Ju an Trippe, take another 
and very long step toward the 
goal which he has pursued inflag- 
gingly for so m any years. The 
goal is to make Pan-A m erican the 
“chosen 
instrum ent”— the single 
monopoly airline for the United 
States on all overseas routes. 
This is the culmination of an 
extraordinary chapter in the be­ 
hind scenes struggle to dominate 
the international airways. It par­ 
allels the history of American rail­ 
roading when the railroad tycoons 
fought by any means, fair or foul, 
employing every form of political 
favoritism that could be bought 
or bribed, to get what they wanted. 
The chapter began with the pro- 
prosed 
merger of Pan-A m erican 
and American Overseas Airlines. 
TV A opposed that merger. It was 
argued out in lengthy hearings 
before 
the 
Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board. 
The board in a three to two de­ 
cision turned down the merger. 
The three were Chairm an Joseph 
J. O ’Connell, jr., Harold A. Jones 
and Russell B. Adams. One of the 
dissenting members, Josh Lee, ap­ 
proved the merger with the res­ 
ervation that TVA should be giv­ 
en entry into London and F ran k ­ 
furt as a compensation for the stiff 
npw competition they would face 
at Paris and Rome from Pan-A m 
with its far-flung resources. 
Trum an Gave Approval 
U nder the law since this decis­ 
ion involved operations abroad, it 
had to be reviewed by President 
Trum an. The m ajority report was 
analyzed in the W hite blouse and 
given the president’s approval 
Then there occurred one of the 
most disgraceful episodes in the 
T rum an administration. Powerful 
political influence was brought to 
bear. Rumors have linked various 
figures around the president to 
the deal. How much money was 
spent for influence by each side 
will probably never be known. 
Two hours after the presidential 
okay had been sent back to the 
Civil Aeronautics board and while 
a press release was 
being 
pre­ 
pared, the White House recalled 
the original decision. The presi­ 
dent reversed himself and joined 
w ith the minority to approve the 
merger. One story is 
that 
CAB 
m em ber Oswald Ryan was given a 


hurried 
appointm ent 
with 
the 
president and talked him into the 
reversal. 
.. 
Since then a series of events has 
occurred showing th a t Pan-A m ­ 
erican is riding high. On orders 
from the White House, after Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Acheson had 
m ade it clear he did not approve, 
the influence of the department 
was put behind the 
Paris 
and 
Rome entry of Pan-A m . This had 
not originally been contemplated 
as part of the m erger 
Taxpayer Foots Bill 
The term of Adams, one of the 
most knowledgeable members of 
the board because of his experi­ 
ence w ith air regulation, expired. 
He was not reappointed but was 
instead m ade consultant on avia­ 
tion 
to 
the 
state department. 
A d a m s 
had 
taken 
the 
lead 
with O’Connell in drafting the ma­ 
jority report. This leaves Oswald 
Ryan, who has alw ays favored 
Pan-Am erican, as th e most influ­ 
ential CAB m em ber because of his 
long connection w ith the board. 
In 1952—a political 
year, 
it 
should be noted—the internation­ 
al routes come up for allocation 
again. The political pulling and 
hauling is already pointed up to 
that target date. W hether this is 
the most desirable w ay to achieve 
a balanced international air sys­ 
tem, getting the most out of the 
limited kind of competition pos­ 
sible in a business that is at least 
a quasi-monopoly by nature, is 
a question that some people would 
at least like to see raised. 
But anyway it will be good for 
W ashington’s extensive influence 
industry. And in the end the gov­ 
ernm ent—that is to say the tax­ 
payer—foots the bill under the 
subsidies paid out to the airlines.

Bul Mr. Ferrer is po ibly tile 
top aetor-direetor in Hie land, to­ 
day, and Miss Swanson is riding 
tile crest of lier recent resuscita­ 
tion as an actress, and they arc 
both surrounded by a covey of 
talented people and a swarm of 
wild words that seem nearly as

“From there on,” he said, “ifs 
just a matter of 
reversing 
the 
rocket, end for end and using your 
forward speed as a brake to slow 
the drop to the moon’s surface.” 
“Once that moon trip is achiev­ 
ed,” the Michigan professor said, 
“only 1.7 more miles per second 
would be needed for trips to Mars 
and other bodies.” 
“I won’t be surprised if it oc­ 
curs in the next decade or two,” 
he added. “And who knows, may­ 
be 
somebody 
will be darn fool 
enough to try to go with it.”

Surgeons Find 
Prostate Cures 


Victims Are Usually 
Men Over Fifty 
By FRANK CAREY 
(Associated Press Science K< porter* 
WASHINGTON—Dr. A. L. Wol- 
barst says mother nature did a 
poor engineering job on man’s 
prostate gland. 
This New York 
doctor says the construction of the 
tiny organ and the w’ay it is posi­ 
tioned in the body accounts in 
large part for the misery it can 
cause among males of all ages 
from the cradle to the grave. 
And yet, he adds, medical and 
surgical science usually can whip 
this 
“supreme 
trouble 
maker” 
among man’s sex organs when it 
gets out of kilter. 
The prostate, the shape and size 
of a horse chestnut, furnishes a 
secretion essential to the life and 
activity of sperm—the male seed 
of life. 
But it is placed right near the 
neck of the bladder. Also, a “tun­ 
nel” is provided through the pros­ 
tate for a tube called the urethra. 
It is through the urethra that urine 
leaves the bladder. 
Ailment Is Painful 
Thus it something happens to 
inflame or enlarge the prostate 
gland an obstruction can occur in 
the urethra—impeding the normal 
flow’ of urine. 
This can cause 
various kinds of painful trouble, 
or even death. 
“A competent efficiency engi­ 
neer never would have placed the 
prostate in the position it occupies 
in the body,” the doctor says in an 
article in The Merck Report, a 
publication of Merck & Company, 
Inc., manufacturing chemists. 
He offers no suggestions as to a 
better place, however. 
The prostate causes most trouble 
among men over 50. At about that

time, m any men—for reasons un­ 
known—experience 
an 
enlarge­ 
ment of the gland. 
It’s believed 
that between 30 and GO per cent of 
all males suffer from an enlarged 
prostate in their advancing years, 
says Dr. Wolbarst. 
Fortunately it can often be re­ 
lieved by surgery. In one type of 
operation, the prostate gland is 
entirely removed, leaving urethra 
intact but unobstructed. 
In a newer type of operation, an 
instrument equipped with an elec­ 
tric blade is inserted in the urethra. 
Obstructing tissue is burned away. 
Not Only Older Men 
Sometimes a cancerous growth 
occurs in conjunction with an en­ 
larged prostate. In fact, it is esti­ 
mated that between 15 and 30 per 
cent of enlarged prostates are can­ 
cerous. 
In such cases surgical re­ 
moval of as much prostate tissue 
as possible is required, and the 
patients require additional treat­ 
ment such as X-ray or radium. 
But elderly men are not the only 
potential sufferers from the trou­ 
ble making gland. 
Almost at birth, says Dr. Wol- 


j barst, complete or partial reten- 
; lion of urine may occur as a re- 
j suit of cysts— small sacs contain­ 
ing fluid—in the prostate gland. 
Fortunately, m any of them break 


I by themselves. A doctor can break 
ethers. 
Growing boys can experience an 
obstruction too, but such a block 
is correctible by simple surgery. 
During youth and early adoles­ 
cence, says Wolbarst, the prostate 
usually is quiet and inactive—but 
it is extremely liable to inflamma­ 
tion and infection once sexual ac­ 
tivities begin. Such conditions are 
to be distinguished from the en­ 
largement of the prostate seen in 
many older men. 
In 
the 
days 
before the sulfa 
drugs and penicillin, prostate in­ 
fection was a serious complication 
of gonorrhea. The germs of that 
disease would get into the “poc­ 
kets” of the gland. It was difficult 
to eradicate them. 
Tuberculosis and other bacteria 
can also inflame the prostate, and 
so can sexual excesses, the doctor 
says.
